1 . DEPENDING ON PROPOSED ININERARY, RSO ABIDJAN WILL 
BE ABLE TO PROVIDE ADDRESSEE POSTS WITH ASSISTANCE 
IN PREPARING FOR VIP VISIT. RSO'S HAD PREVIOUSLY 
PLANNED TO VISIT OUAGADOUGOU AND BAMAKO END OF THIS 
MONTH. DAKAR/BANJUL PORTION OF TRIP POSSIBLY CAN 

BE COVERED GIVEN NUMBER OF AVAILABLE FLIGHTS. 

2. FOLLOWING ARE RECOMMENDATIONS FOR PROTECTIVE SECURITY 
PORTION OF VISIT: 

A. TRANSPORTATION & MOVEMENT 

1 . UNLESS HOST GOVERNMENT OFFERS USE OF VEHICLE, 
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SUGGEST POSTS USE AMBASSADOR'S VEHICLE AND DRIVER 
(BANJUL - CHARGE'S VEHICLE) FOR MISS LILLIAN. FRONT 
RIGHT-HANDL SEAT WILL BE OCCUPIED BY PERSONAL BODYGUARD 
RAY HATHCOCK. 

2. TWO OTHER VEHICLES, LEAD AND FOLLOW CARS, WILL 
BE REQUIRED. IT IS RECOMMENDED THAT RESPECTIVE HOST 
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GOVERNMENT SECURITY BE ASKED TO SUPPLY VEHICLES AND 
DRIVERS. 

3. LEAD AND FOLLOW CARS SHOULD BE EQUIPPED WITH 
PORTA-MOBILE RADIOS OR SECURITY PERSONNEL SHOULD HAVE 
PR 56'S OR SIMILAR (RSO ASSUMES SY PERSONNEL WITH PARTY 
WILL BRING OWN COMMO CAPABILITY). 

4. RSO ASSUMES LOW KEY, LOW PROFILE MEASURES DESIRED. 
THUS, USE OF SIRENS AND DISPLAY OF WEAPONS SHOULD BE 
KEPT TO MINIMUM (THIS CAN BE REQUESTED OF THE HOST 
GOVERNMENT BUT IT MUST BE KEPT IN MIND THAT THEY WILL 
HAVE PRIMARY RESPONSIBILITY FOR SECURITY PROGRAM AND 
THUS MAY WISH TO BE A BIT OSTENTATIOUS). CONVOY SHOULD 
MOVE AT SAFE RATE OF SPEED. 

5. AS A MINIMUM, HOST GOVERNMENT SHOULD PROVIDE SECURITY 
PERSONNEL FOR LEAD AND FOLLOW CARS. IN ADDITION, 
OFFICER-IN-CHARGE SHOULD BE DESIGNATED TO TRAVEL WITH 
PARTY TO SERVE AS SECURITY LIAISON AND MAIN CONTACT FOR 
HATHCOCK. 

6. HOST GOVERNMENT SECURITY PERSONNEL SHOULD BE 
REQUESTED TO ADVANCE (APPROXIMATELY ONE HOUR) EACH 
LOCATION MISS LILLIAN PLANS TO VISIT. 
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7. MSG'S SHOULD NOT BE USED IN ANY PROTECTIVE SECURITY 
ROLE WITHOUT AUTHORIZATION FROM THE DEPARTMENT. 

B. HOTEL/RESIDENCE 

1 . HOST GOVERNMENT SHOULD BE ASKED TO PROVIDE 24-HOUR 
COVERAGE OF HOTEL OR RESIDENCE OCCUPIED BY MISS LILLIAN. 

2. HATHCOCK SHOULD BE GIVEN ROM NEXT TO MISS LILLIAN 
OR ROOM IN CLOSE PROXIMITY. 
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3. IF HOTEL IS USED, SUGGEST MISS LILLIAN AND PARTY BE 
PLACED IN SAME CORRIDOR/SECTION VIS A VIS SPREAD THROUGH 
OUT THE HOTEL. ONE ROOM SHOULD BE SET ASIDE AT END OF 
CORIDOR AS SY/ADMIN CONTROL ROOM. LOCATION OF ROOM SHOULD 
AFFORD POSITIVE ACCESS CONTROL TO REMAINDER OF CORRIDOR. 

IF RESIDENCE IS USED, DEN OR OTHER SMALL ROOM CAN BE 
USED (ROOM SHOULD BE EQUIPPED WITH FIRE EXTINGUISHER AND 
COMMO CAPABILITY). 

4. CONTROL ROOM MUST BE MANNED BY SECURITY PERSONNEL ON 
24-HOUR BASIS. IF SY AGENTS NOT AVAILABLE FOR ANY COVERAGE, 
REQUEST HOST GOVERNMENT TO PROVIDE ADDITIONAL PERSONNEL 
(PALIN CLOTHES IF POSSIBLE) TO MAN CONTROL ROOM. 

5. IF HOTEL IS USED, EMBASSY SHOULD REQUEST THAT ROOMS 
BE PREPARED WELL IN ADVANCE ALLOWING FOR INSPECTION 
BY LOCAL SECURITY PERSONNEL WHO WILL REMAIN IN AREA 
UNTIL ARRIVAL OF PARTY. 
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C. ARRIVAL/DEPARTURE 

1 . APPROPRIATE LIAISON SHOULD BE MADE ALLOWING FOR 
EMBASSY TO HANDLE ALL CUSTOMS AND CLEARANCE PROCEDURES. 

2. IF POSSIBLE, REQUEST THAT PRINCIPAL AND SECURITY 
VEHICLES (AND OTHERS AS NECESSARY) BE ALLOWED TO MEET 
PARTY AT PLANE. 

3. IF COMMERCIAL PLANE IS USED, HOST GOVERNMENT SHOULD 
PROVIDE 24-HOUR COVERAGE. IF PARTY USING USG PLANE, 
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ASSUME SECURITY RESPONSIBILITY WILL BE SHARED BY US 
AND HOST GOVERNMENT PERSONNEL. 

4. UPON DEPARTURE, EACH PERSON SHOULD BE RESPONSIBLE 
FOR PACKING HIS/HER OWN LUGGAGE WELL IN ADVANCE OF 
DEPARTURE. IF POSSIBLE, LUGGAGE SHOULD BE LOCKED. 
LUGGAGE SHOULD BE TAKEN TO ASSEMBLY POINT WHERE IT 
CAN BE COLLECTED BY FSL EMPLOYEES. LOCAL SECURITY 
PERSONNEL SHOULD PROVIDE COVERAGE UNTIL LUGGAGE IS 
ON PLANE. 

D. MEDICAL 

1 . IF PHYSICIAN NOT TRAVELLING WITH PARTY, QUALIFIED 
MEDICAL PERSONNEL SHOULD BE AVAILABLE THROUGHOUT VISIT. 

2. CONTROL ROOM AND RPINCIPAL'S VEHICLE SHOULD BE 
EQUIPPED WITH FIRST AID KIT. 

E. IDENTIFICATION 

1 . IF DESIRED, ASSUME SY WILL PROVIDE LAPEL PINS 
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FOR LOCAL SECURITY PERSONNEL. 

2. EMBASSY SHOULD PREPARE ID LAPEL TAGS FOR ANYONE 
REQUIRING ACCESS TO CONTROLLED AREA IN HOTEL AND/OR 
RESIDENCE (THIS INCLUDES LOCAL PRESS, IF APPROPRIATE). 

F. CLASSIFIED MATERIAL 

1 . ALL CLASSIFIED MATERIAL SHOULD BE STORED AT THE 
EMBASSY. 

2. IF REQUIRED, CLASSIFIED MATERIAL CAN BE STORED IN 
CONTROL ROOM (2-DRAWER SAFE OR BARLOCK) IF ROOM IS 
MANNED 24 HOURS BE CLEARED AMERICAN PERSONNEL. 

3. IF CLASSIFIED IS TAKEN EITHER TO HOTEL OR RESIDENCE, 

PSO SHOULD ENSURE THAT AREAS ARE INSPECTED PRIOR TO 
CLEARNING BY HOTEL PERSONNEL OR DOMESTICS. 

2. FOR SY/PRS: SINCE RSO DOES NOT HAVE SCHEDULE OF VISIT, 
SOME OF THE ABOVE MAY NOT BE APPLICABLE. DELETE OR ADD 
REQUIREMENTS AS APPROPRIATE. PLEASE ALSO PROVIDE DATES 
OF VISIT. 

3. FOR BANJUL AND DAKAR: IF RSO ASSISTANCE DESIRED, PLEASE 
ADVISE. PRESENCE OF RSO, OF CORSE, WILL DEPEND ON 
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SCHEDULE OF TRIP AND AVAILABLE FLIGHTS. 

4. FOR BAMAKO AND OUAGADOUGOU: ARRIVAL OF RSO'S WILL BE 
SUBJECT OF SEPTEL.
